Bender has 
received a reinforcement ‘from Siliftria of 3000 janif- 
faries, and the garrifon of Akcrman has been aug- 
mented with soo men; but,. at the fame time, above 
1000 have deferted from thofe two fortrefies. Gene- 
ral Kamenfkoy has made difpofitions to invelt Ben- 
der by the end of this month. 

A Rutilian detachment has lately'taken a number of 
Jews who had left Bender. We learn from them, 
that the garrifon of that place confifts of ro,ooo men, 
befides 900 inhabitants capable of bearing arms. The 
fortrefs has provifions enough for a year. There are 
no mines ; but thé ramparts are mounted with 113 
pieces of cannon, moftly of brafs.
